Flammability of Plastic 


Toy Disputed by FDA 


W A S H IN G T O N (A P ) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
says its initial tests on a toy 
called the Nerf Ball dispute the 
findings of a consumer testing 
organization which described the 
toy as highly flammable. 
Consumers Union said in the 
current 
issue 
of 
“ Consumer 
Reports" 
magazine 
that 
the 
sot tb all-sizea 
plastic 
toys, 
advertised as the w orld’s first 
indoor ball, failed the ignition 
standard in the 1968 Toy Safety 
Act. 
Parker Bros., Inc., of Salem, 
Mass., maker of the Nerf Ball, 
had tests made on several o f the 
toys 
and 
not 
one failed 
the 
standard, 
said 
executive 
vice 
president Randolph P. Barton. 
Samuel M. Hart, director o f 
the 
F D A 
office 
o f 
product 
safety, 
said 
the 
agency 
is 
c o n t in u in g 
to 
test 
the 
flammability of the Nerf Balls, 
but “ our initial tests did not 
reveal 
the 
product 
to 
be 
flammable.” 
A 
C o n s u m e r s 
U n i o n 


spokesman said: "T h e samples 
we tested failed. T h at’s all we 
can say.” 
Barton said Parker Bros, sold 
four million of the balls last year 
and 
the only complaint came 
from 
a 
housewife 
w ho 
had 
found one stuck in a floor lamp 
for a couple of weeks. The ball 
was a little sticky but didn’t 
bum, said Barton. 
“ There 
is no flash to this 
thing,’’ said Barton. He said the 
balls would bum if held over a 
match, but the burning stopped 
when the match was removed. 
Consumers 
Union said 
the 
balls went up in flames when 
dropped on a lit gas range or an 
electric burner set at medium. A 
cigarette 
caused 
the 
ball 
to 
smoke profusely, it added. 
Barton 
said 
Parker 
Bros, 
tested the ball with a cigarette. 
“ Y o u ’d have to hold a cigarette 
against it for a long time to get 
sm oke,’’ he said. 
Barton 
said 
Parker 
Bros, 
plans 
to 
continue 
marketing 
Nerf Balls.

J E F F E R S O N CITY (A P ) — M issouri’s legislature edges closer to its main revenue problem s 
this w eek and som e o f the bills are in position for debate. 
M eanwhile leaders o f b oth hou ses h op e for a settlem en t soon o f the long dead lock over an 
em ergen cy appropriations bill to m eet the state’s m o st pressing need s for the rest o f this fiscal 
year ending June 30. 
H ouse con ferees have backed o f f from their insistence that the bill include $2.5 million to 
buy the G overnor H otel in Jefferson City as a state o ffice building. 
That left in contentitin as the main harrier to agreem ent a Senate item o f ab ou t $ life,000 tmire 
to get things ready for the opening o f a new state m edical sch ool in Kansas C ity next fall. 
If the bill is n o t passed soon , Proctor N. Carter, welfare director said sharp cuts w ou ld have 
to be made in April, May and June ch eck s for direct relief and aid to d ep en d en t children. He 
said services under the M edicaid prtigram also w ou ld have to be reduced further. 
House Speaker Jam es E. G o d frey , D-St. Louis, said in his w eek ly new sletter the Ho us«* 
w ou ld tackle the state’s serious revenue problem s soon by m aking it a special order «>f business 
to debate a bill to ex ten d present in com e tax rates. U nless the legislature acts, they will expire 
at the end o f 1971. 
T w o revenue bills are on the Senate calendar ready for debate and m ight be reached this 
week. 
One, by Sen. Om er H. A very, D-Troy, w ou ld boost the present 3-cent sides tax to 4 cent* and 
devote half of the increase to capital im provem ents for a catch-up building program at state 
institutions. 
T he other, by Sen. Maurice Schechter, D-Creve Coeur, w ou ld ex ten d present in com e tax 
rates on a perm anent basis and include so-called reform provisions w h ich w ere turned d o w n by 
voters last April. He says the changes w ou ld b enefit lower in com e taxpayers. 
Several environm ental protection bills are pend ing for debate in the H ouse, along with 
scores o f minor measures. A ltogeth er the H ouse has abou t 150 bills ready for debate. 
One antipollution bill w ou ld tighten present antilittering laws and m ake it illegal to abandon 
old a u to m o b iles on streets and highways. 
A n o th e r w ou ld ban the use o f wells for waste disposal. 
A third w ou ld set up a new clean w ater com m issio n to take over and broaden the pow ers o f 
the present Water Pollution Board. 
C o m m ittees in both houses have set another heavy round of hearings and T u esd ay afternoon 
the Senate Judiciary C o m m ittee will hear a bill to op en up the m eetings o f all public boards and 
co m m issio n s to the public, local as well as state.
